France and Spain 
Exchange Views 


MADRID, Sunday (Reuter). 
—Spanish and French states- 
men yesterday made a gen- 
eral though brief survey of 
mutual problems affecting 
their two countries for the 
first time since the end of 
the Second World War. 

The survey was made at 
San Sebastian and the oc- 
casion was ostensibly a spe- 
cial exchange between that 
town and the neighbouring 
French resort of Biarritz, 

France was represented by 
M. Maurice Faure, Secretary 
of State in the Foreign Min- 
istry. 

M. Faure visited the Span- 
ish Foreign Minister, Fernan- 
do Maria de Castiella, and 
last night the Spanish Fo- 
reign Ministry and the French 
Embassy, which are in San 
Sebastian during the summer 
period, issued a joint state- 
ment about their talks. 


The statement said “M. 
Faure and Senor Castiella 


| spoke of the good relations 


between the two cities (San 
Sebastian and Biarritz) and 
of the common interests of 
France and Spain. They men- 
tioned the economic problems 
which affect the relations be- 
tween the two nations, both 
in respect of the European 
organization and of Franco- 
Spanish economic cooperation 
in Africa. 

2 also compared the 
foreign policy of the two na- 
tions.” 

Observers said the visits re- 
flected a desire for Franco- 
Spanish discussion on such 
questions as rocco in 
which both countries have an 
interest. Another issue which 
might bring them closer to- 
gether after their tense rela- 
tions in post-war years is the 
European Common Market 
scheme. Spain is anxious to 
be reintegrated into the Eu- 
ropean community. 

France, despite her dislike 
of the Spanish regime, would 
welcome Spanish support in 
Morocco.

Reconstructionism, as repre- 
sented by your correspondent, 
is probably the story of the 
young American rabbis and 
spiritual leaders who had al- 
legediy been scared away 
from here by the sheer fear 
of “what they would be up 
against if they tried to ex- 
press what they believe.” 
So far, as everyone knows, 
the all powerful Orthodoxy 
of this country has not yet 
set up concentration camps 
for non-believers or recus- 
ants. What, then, were the 
American spiritual leaderg of 
Reform so frightfuily scared 
of when they gave in and 
stayed home instead of facing 
the issue here in Israel? 
Finally there ig one little 
fact of paramount relevance 
to the point at issue. A 
couple of weeks ago “Maariv 
Lanoar” took ga poll among 
Israel boys in the street re- 
rding their knowledge of 
wish tradition. Out of 90 
boys of all walks of life ques- 
tioned, 89 had no inkling of 
Jewish tradition, not even 
ef such notions as Kiddush on 
eve of Sabbath, the 18 
Benedictions, Tefiilin, Haftara 
and the like. The one boy 
that did know to answer ocor- 
rectly to the whole question- 
naire was 2 pupil of State 
Religious School — some sort 
of unseparated State-Church 
affair. 
To my mind, therefore, se- 
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paration has no meaning at 
all. It is a misleading expres- 
sion. The real expression is 
“uprooting” or “ferreting 


out.” But then one wonders 
how much else of the Jewish 
time-honoured heritage ig to 
be ferreted out till this State 
of the Jews rightfully attains 
its title to be call “Israel, 
the Jewish State.”
